The school building is a very fine 
structure. It is bright, has high ceilings, and is well 
ventilated. I found it very clean and tidy throughout. 
It is well equipped with facilities for fighting fire, 
and there is 6asy access to the fire escapes. 

Since my last visit 4 laundry has been 
added to the main building. ‘his is 42'x27' with a 19'6" 
ceiling. Access to this is obtained through a porch 
leading to the main building. This makes it unnecessary 
for the children to enter the engine room. The building 
unequipped, has cost $6,040.00. ‘The estimated 
machinery and 6quipment wes given te me as $6,000.00, which 
will bring the total cost to over $12,000.00. This is 4 


very good building. It hes a cement floor, and a pedestal 


7 ft. high has been provided for a motor s0 that it will 


be well out of reach of the children. The Sisters are 
looking forward with considerable anxiety to having the 
Jepartment bear ea share of the cost of this laundry. ‘They 
hope that the Department will hear 50% of the expense. 1 
was present when they gave their e6stimate of cost to 

pr. Seott two years ago, and they then stated that they 
expected the cost would be around 38,000.00. They have 
excesded this estimate by a third more. The Sisters 
stated that they recently had to expend $12,000.00 in 
installing a septic tank and drainage to comply with the 
provincial regulations, and they found the additional cost 
of the laundry a heavy burden on them. They have not had 
a great deal of assistance at this institution in the past, 
and it appears to me that they are deserving of some 
consideration by the Department.

They have,at the present time, a very cepable 
staff. The three Sisters in charge of the classrooms 
are reported on as being cuite capable teachers by the 
provincial School Inspector, and the percentage of marks 
obtained by the pupilson his test appears to be guite 
satisfactory. 

A large farm is operated in connection with 


this school. ‘The work on the farm is largely done with 


hired help. they have 144 cattle and were milking 32 cows 
at the time of my visit. They have an ample supply of milk 
ana butter for their own usée They raise hogs ana have a 
large flock of poultry, so thet the stock and poultry 
provide an important source of food supply. ‘The boys assist 
in the care of the stock, under supervision, and do the 
milking. The girls are taught to make butter and bread, 
and, in fact, they are given a training in general 
domestic work. They have @ large garden, which supplied 
ample potatoes and vegetables last season for their 
requirements. 

I may say that the clothing for the 
children is all made at the school by the pupils. 

The foregoing report is respectfully 
submitted.

According to the new laws enacted in Alberta 
regulating the salary of workmen as well as their hours of service, 
our nightwatchman is entitled to an increase of salary. By these 
laws he should work only 54 hours a week and be allowed 33 1/3 cents 
an hour, an arrangement which constitutes 4 1/3 weeks of work a 
month for a@ salary of $7800. 


However $65.00 a month would satisfy both the 


requirements of the Provincial law and the demands of the employee, 
for he takes two meals a day at the school which we deducted from 
his weges and which meals we are very willing to provide him 
without any consideration. 


Hoping that these extra expenses will be taken 
into consideration by the Yepartment of Indian Affairs at Ottawa.

I have your letter of the lst instant,

Sehool. As you state in your letter, this school 
is classed as a Church-owned school and con- 
sequently we can only expend, for repairs, 
improvements and purchase of new equipment, the 
amount specifically provided in our appropriation 
for that particular school. In the current year's 
appropriation we included an amount of $250 for 
repairs, improvements and new equipment and in 
July last the Principal requested that we supply 
battleship linoleum. we purchased 126 square 
yards of linoleum at that time at a cost of 
$244.44. Consequently you will note that the 
amount provided in the current year's appropriation 
for the Youville School has been practically 
expended. In view of the information given above, 
you will realize that it is not possible for us to 
make any further allowance to this school during 
the current fiscal year.

Daniel Adams, son of Joe Adams, now in the St. 

Albert Residentiel School. 


Quite apart from the particular case of this boy, I feel that 


% he , 
by allowing this boy to remain at the St. Albert School, will, establi sina 


a most unsatisfactory precedent. As stated in my letter the boy comes 
from e Brotestant home and the parents are still Brotestant. This Pauls 
Band is historically Protestant and quite apert from vaciliations 
one way ené another the United Chtrch ministers to the people reguiarly 
through e resident Missionary. This is the one Band in the whole of the 
Edmonton Agency where the United Church pretends to secure recruits for 
this school. It hardly seems fair that the Roman Catholic Priest should 
go into one of our homes, and take a child, and be allowed to secure 
this child just because he brings sufficient pressure of a religious 
nature upon an ignorantax and susceptible Indian parent. I may say 
that reports from the reserve indicate that this pressure is being used 
and as in this case right over the head of the Agent, as the child was 
landed at St Albert, just afte the parents had told both the Agent nd 
our Missfionary that the boy wes comine here. 

It may also be pointed out <hat the cleuse in the Indien Act 


provides that Protestant should go to Protestant schools etc, I take it 
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CANADA 


that Rm a clause was inserted to overcome the friction which must 


nececsarily result from the well known unsteble end fickle nature of the 
Indien. In other words the Department must make up its mind for the Xnmt 
Indian. It would appear that this case very definately breaks down this 
idea. The father stetes that the other children are to come te this arku 
school, but one can see that this same battle must be fought over egain 
when the other children come of school age. The same pressure will again 
be at work, end yet the parents cre definadtely Protestant. 

Some time egé, a child from the onto: Agency vas brougi-t 
to th shool by its parents, the seid parents being anxicus to have thé 
child here. After objections the child was gent tc the other schocl , on 
the basis that all the antecedents of the child were R.C. Again- a 
child was sent from Hobbema by the agent becuuse R.C. parents wished him 
in this school. I was instructed to return the child to Hobbema, And did 

In trying to carry out the wishes of the Department I heve as far 
as I know not taken a child off any reserve without first securing the 
consent of the Agent. A few ys t 2t Hobbema I was advised of a boy 
(Paptiste) who wished to come tc this school. I phoned the Agent, he 

uested me not to take the child until certain matters were settled. I 
respected his wishes. I have always done so in the case of Mr. Leignt. I 
do not think it fair that another school officer should go into our 
homes and thus disregard the instructions of the Department-toe our 
dissdvantege. This religious competition disgusts and humiliates me and 
I hesitate to quarrel over « little India: lad, but if we are ever to 
solve this delicate matter there must be some respect for the rights of 
others, And as stated in the first plece I feel that if allowed to pass 
this case will form an unfortunate precedeht. These Wabamun Indiens are 
a very low and ignorant lot,and if allowed to settle matters themselves 
will be sending part of their fumily one lace and the rest another 


plece, There are a few trouble makers emonge the Indian people on this 
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vege Joe House is one. He denies it of course, but for some time 


"we" I mean more than our Missionary people. 


we have felt it. When I say "we 
I quite a »preciate the fact that fhe Department has difficulty in 
determining the rights of the case, and I have been satisfied with most 
cf the decisions of the Department. I also wish to say that The Indian 
Agent, Mr. Laight,has been feir and impartial, but I frankly think that 
this cage if ellowed to pass will bring no end of confusion tc the 

ork at Yabaman, and involve future coses. 

I have written very frankly, and as I view the cose. I may % 
be all wrong, but I do not think this cose should be cecided at once or 
without very serious consideration. I am speaking for the school and 
the church, as well as in the light of previous reguietions and 


instructions of the Department.

3lst and January 7th.,permit me to state the reason why 
certain specisl trainings have not been undertaken this 
year.Previously,we have given the boys training in wood 
work and we supplied tools and material as best we could. 
Ne cannot afford to do go this year as not only new tools 
and material should be supplied,but we cannot obtain the 
services of an instructow.aAn ordinary capenter cannot be 
hired for less than one dollar per hour end thie“beyond 
our means. 

As to farm work,we have had a greet 
deal of trouble with the big boys in the last two years. 
They expect to be remunerated for the least work they do 
and they show such a lack of interest in all their work 
that the men on the farm feel they sre wasting time trying 
to teach them.It would require a man solely to direct ,end 
that would mean another monthly salary of $100.00. 

The older girls have had their re 
gular daily periods of training in sewing,but as to cooking 
we have had not enough help to teach them the reguler les- 
sons prescribed,although a few in the morning and as many 
in the afternoon are helping to prepare and cook the daily 
menus of the household,thus receiving some training. Knowing 
these conditions,would you kindly tell us how we should 
make the monthly reports as required in your letter of 
January 7the 

As for the Physical Training,we 
never had a regular “nstructor for either boys or girls. 
Mr A.Durocher has volunteered to take the boys sometime 
before Christmas to add an extra number to the concert 
given for the parents on Christmas Day.Mr Durocher will 
not continue giving P.T. unless he is paid to do it. We 
could now have a lady to give the girls the same training 
if proper remineration were available.

1 have your letter of the 27th instant and I 
have carefully taken note of its contents, 


the Department realizes the great dirficulty 
that some schools are facing when endeavouring to 
obtain qualified Instructors. We also realize that 
due to the advanced season very little, if anything 
could be accomplished this year, We are anxious, 
however, that immedlate steps be taken to improve the 
condition for next September, On our part, we are 
prepared to give you a special grant towards material 
needed in teaching Manual ‘raining, provided a qualified 
Instructor is secured. We are also willing to help defray 
the salary expense of such an Instructor, I am enclosing 
forms which should be completed by an Instructor who might 
apply for the position. He should have some teaching 
experience, some training in general shop and be able to 
take charge of the boys physical training and organized 
games. The Department will pay half the salary provided 
the services of the teacher could be secured for $1500.00 
a year or less; In other words, if a teacher requests 
¥1500.00 for the academic year, this Department will allow 
9750.00, the Sohool Management providing the balance of the 
Salary plus room and board. If the salary is less than 
$1500.00, it is understood we would pay only half the amount. 
We feel that you will be able to secure the services of a 
qualified Instructor, as Alberta definitely trains teachers 
for this kind of work, 


I have noticed your tool requisition. I think that 
it would be better to wait until you have secured an 
instructor then he can go into the matter of tools more 
carefully.

care and feeding of goets. We have been informed by 

the best nutritionists in the country that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult, if not impossible, to supply a well 
balanced diet for Indians particularly Indian children, 
in the absence of milk. fin view of the fact, therefore, 
that it is not practicable to keep cows on a number of 
the smaller reserves, we have deemed it advisable to 
encourage certain bands of Indians to keep goats.

I am sending forward herewith, for your 
information, copy of a letter addressed by me to 
Inspector Schmidt. It is altogether likely that the 
Inspector will take the steps necessary to purchase @ 
few goats for your school, if such goats are availeble.

mending and knitting of socks is done by the girls. 
I was very pleased with the appearance and 


manner of the children. I enquired into the question of 


food supplied to the children, and I am informed that they 


get all the milk they care to have, and are given whole- 


some, nourishing food. Their general appearance is healthy 
and would indicate that they are well cared for. 

Twelve cows are kept for milking purposes, 
and a small home farm is operated in close proximity to the 
school. hey raise hogs and poultry. There were 20 hogs 
on hand at the time of my visit. The home farm consists 
of 50 acres for grain, 4 acres for potatoes, and a large 


garden. ‘They have a large farm about 9 miles away which is 
operated with hired help, and the young stock is kept there. 
Only the cows required for milking purposes are kept at the 
school. They have ov é sattle altogether. 

Father Floch is in charge as 
Principal. He tf two lay brothers and a number of hired 
help. The Principal appears to be very energetic and 


interested in the welfare of his school.

Fire 
extinguishers are also placed in this building at easily 
accessible places. This building is not in gooa condition, 
has served its purpose, and should be replaced. It is 
heated with stoves and lighted with electricity. 
Separate outside toilets are provided for the 
for the girls.

I leave the above to your judicious con 
sideration and would ask you to help us in our struggles for 
the upkeep of our Indian Residential Schools. In the case of 
St Bernard's School emergency class and laundry equipment I 
would ask you to wire me instructions here at St Boniface's 
Hospital Thursday if possible.

Further to my telegram of” saite date, rest. 
Bernard Schools and St. Joseph Hospital of Grouard 
recently destroyed by fire. 

On Sunduy the 26th, about at 2 o'clock P.M. 
during an awful wind and snow storm, the St. Joseph 
Hospital caught fire and the flames spread so rapidely 
that the Sister in charge scarcely had time to get out 
with her patients, but nobody got injured, and in no 
time the whole town of Grouard was on the scene fight- 
ing the flames but the wind was blowing so hard that it 
was impossible to check the fire for some time. 

Beside the Hospital, two school houses and another small 
building were completely destroyed and a couple of desks 
and a few books are all that saved from the fire. 
Since it was impossible to do anything to save the Hompi- 
tal. and the schools all the efforts of the people were 
directed towards the Fathers’ residence and the Convent, 
and it is useless to say that it was a desperate fight, 
but they succeeded to check the fire and those buildings 
were only badly scorched. 


I did not hear about this fire until Monday in 
the afternoon, as the telephone line got damaged during 
the storm by the falling trees,so on Tuesday morning 
I went to Grouard to inquire what assistance they needed. 
The Re¥V. Father Superior and Sisters looked very despon- 
dent and they did not asked for anything beside drugs,as 
all the ir medical supplies were lost in the fire, but 
there is no doubt that they will ask for assistance later 

| on. The origin of the fire is not known.

I have your letter of the 13th instant, enclosing 
a@ list of the verious supplies which were destroyed at the 
time of the fire at the St. Bernard's Indian Residential 
School on the 26th of November, last.

Regarding Your Lordship's request for reimburse- 
ment for the loss occasioned, I have to say that, upon con- 
sideration of the present etate of the Appropriation for 
Indian Education, it is found possible to allow a grant not 
exceeding the eum of $2,000 towards the purchase of equipment 
to replace that destroyed by fire. it is considered that it 


would be more eatiefactory if you would arrange for the pur- 
chase and forward itemized accounts, in triplicate, properly 
certified, covering the cost, toa total not exceeding the 
above amount. 


I have examined the list which you enclosed, enum- 
erating the various articles destroyed and the approximate 
cost. Regarding the articlee mentioned as being in echool 
building Noe 1, you may arrange for the purchase of a teacher's 
desk and three bookcases. An order is being placed here to 
forward the quantity of blackboard, chalk trough and moulding. 
It will therefore not be necessary for you to purchase this 
equipment. 


The Department could not pay accounts covering the 
cost of food supplies to replace those destroyed, as the 
Auditor would object to an expenditure for this purpose. The 
only articles which can be authorized on the list which you 
submitted for the hospital would be the four last items. 


With reference to the supplies that were in the 
laundry, we could not authorize replacement of the empty 
gasoline barrels, children's sleighs, Sisters’ headgear and 
costumes and fountain pene. Further, it will not be possible 
to pay the cost of replacing the food supplies in the milk- 
house, such as butter, lard, tea, bacon and meat. I would

The Department provided 
funde, to the anount of $10,000.00, in the Estimates for 
Indian Education for the fiscal year 1936-37. 


Owing to the rather isolated location of the 
echoole, it was considered the most economical method 
was to place the work in charge of the church authorities.

the Secretary in date of the 12th inst re Laundry Fquipment 
for Grouard Residential School. My night letter of today in 
the matter is now being explained, 


I had given quotations from the Calga- 
ry Office of the Stanley Brock Limited, I note by your let- 
ter that shipment is made through Winnipeg Branch, May I 
Suggest that credit be given to the Calgary Manager? 


IT note the omission of the Ironer as 
included in first guotation and also the elimination of the 
CANADIAN GROUP DRIVE of three machines viz: Washer, Extractor 
and Ironer, Substituting individual motor driving. May I say 
that individual motor Griving brings up the exyvense for each 
machine as you can find out in above mentioned guotations 
from Calgary. The totel fieures of the said quotations amounted 
to $3.210.00 plus approximatively $458.00 freight making a 
total of $3.668.00. In a previous letter I told you that fy 
have secured special rates on the Railway and could have gadd 
$458.00 eut to $229.00 making a totsel of $3,439.00 which 
would be within the #3.500.00 voted, Why not give me the oppor- 
tunity of profiting by the advantages given me instead of de- 
priving me of same by direct purchase? 


You have given orders for shipment to 
Joussard, As there is no platform at the Station you will have 
to ship said Equipment to GRODARD. I prefer that our truck tra- 
vel 15 miles to Joussard wharf rather than take the risk of un- 
safe unloading, 


T hope the above remarks will be taken 
into consideration and acted upon, Kindly advise me in the 
matter. Mr Orr is conversant with the above and could certainly 
be of help to reach a decision,

Cold Weather Requiremnts 


When depositing concrete at freezing or near-freezing 
temperatures, the concrete shall have a temperature of between 
50 degrees Fahr. and 100 degrees Fahr. It shall be maintained at a 
temperature of at least 50 degrees Fahr. for not less than 4 days after 
Placing. When the surrounding atmosphere has a temperature lower than 
40 degrees Fahr. all aggrerates and water shall be preheated and all 
reinforcement, forms fillers and ground with which the concrete is to 
come in contact, shall be defrosted. 


All canvas and other protective coverings shall be kept 
clear of the concrete to rermit free circulation of air around all 
columns and over the tops of all slabs and beams, 


Salts, chemicals and other substances shall not be added 
to the mixture with a view to the prevention of freezing. 


Manure and other injurious substances shall not be allowed 
to come in contact with fresh concrete. 


Reinforcement 


Metal reinforcement, before being placed, shall be free from 
rush, scale or other coatings that will destroy or reduce the bond. 
Reinforcement shall be formed to the dimensions indicated on the plans. 
The diameter of bends shall not be less than 8 times the diameter of 
the bar. 


Metal reinforcement shall not be bent or straightened in a 
manner that will injure the material. Bars, with kinks or bends not 
shown on the plens, shall not be used, Heating of reinforcement for 
bending will not be permitted, 


Metal reinforcement shall be accurately placed and secured and shall 
be supported by concrete or metal chairs or spacers, or metal hangers. 
Brick, wood, gypsum, tile or similar materials shall not be used to 
support the reinforcement,

FORMS 


Forms shall conform to the shape, lines and dimensions 
of the member called for on the plans. They shall be substantial 
and sufficiently tight to prefent the leakage of mortar, they 
shall be properly braced and tied so as to maintain their position 
and shape, Temporary openings shall be provided where necessery, 
to facilitate cleaning immediatdy before depositing concrete. Bolts 
and rods used for internal ties shall be so arranged that, when the 
forms are removed, there shall be no mtal within one inch of any 
surface, Wire ties will be permitted on unimportant work; they shall 
not be used through surfaces where discoloration will be objectionable.

Wood Forms for exposed surfaces shall be built of lumber dressed to 
@ uniform width end thickness and free from loose knots and other 
defects. Joints in forms shall be horizontal or vertical, For 
unexposed surfaces, plastered surfaces and rough work, undressed 
lumber may be used. Lumber once used in forms shall have the nails 
withdrawn end surfaces to be in contact with concrete thoroughly 
cleaned before being reused. 
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Removel of Forms 


Forms shall not be disturbed until the concrete has hardened 
adequately,nor shall the permanent shores be removed until the structure 
has attained its full design strength and all excess constructions loads 
have been removed. Wall and column forms shall be left in Place yntil 
the concrete has hardened sufficiently to sustain its own weight and 
construction loads likely to come upon it. Forms other than wall or 
column forms shall be left in plece until the concrete has hardened 
sufficiently to carry the full load which it must sustain, unless removed 
in sections and each section immediately reshored. 


Floors 


All floors on earth shall be prepared by a thorough compacting 
of the earth at the level required, Where the excavation has been carried 
deeper than intended or where pockets of poor soil have been encountered 
and cleaned out, clean earth, broken brick or stone shall be used for fill 
and shall be thoroughly tamped so that no later settlement will occur. 
Unless such extra excavation has been ordered by the architect in writing, 
there shall be no charge for any fill required. 


On the prepared subgrade shall be placed 4 inches of screened 
cinders which shell be well tamped and kept moist. Any waterpipes, electric 
conduits or other metal piping which mass through the cinder fill shall be 
encased in about 3 inches of concrete so that the cinder fill does not 
come in contact with the metal. 


On the cinders shall be placed concrete to the thickness shown 
on the plans, screeded level to receive the finish as spef@ified later. 


Upper floors and roof shall be built to the thickness shown on 
plans and the concrete shall be screeded level to receive the finish as 
specified later, 


Where floor drains are indicated on the Plans, the concrete 
floor shall be carefully graded to the drains so that there is a true 
even slope of the amount and in the direction shown on the plans,

Floors shown on plans as a cement finish shall have the concrete 
base prepared by being swept, flushed with water and thoroughly scrubbed 
with stiff brushes. All dirt, mortar and plaster droppings shall be 
cleaned off the floor. Free water shell be removed but the floors must 
be kept damp, The floor shal then be painted with a neat cement grout 
well brushed in. Grouting shall not be done more then 10 minutes before 
the finish is laid.

After the forms are Temoved, cut away all projections end fins and point 
up all devressions, air holes and other roughnesses with 4 mor tar 
composed of one part of Portland Cement to two parts of sand, while the 
conerete is still fresh. Thoroughly wet the surface before pointing. 
All corners shall be sharp and true. The surface shall then be rubbed 
with a carborundum brick until the surface has & smooth even texture. 
No cement or other wash shall be used. (Note: It is not the intention 
to remove the form marks, but to make them smooth and true).

The boys' wing of the Grouard Residential School, 
which was destroyed by fire on January 13, 1937, has been 
rebuilt by the Church authorities and, following our usual 
practice, I recommend that the articles shown on the attached 
order form be supplied as soon as possible. 


The beds required ave known as “institutional beds" 
and should be Simmons No. 4,000, or equal. 


The mattresses should, of course, fit the beds. In 
1935 we purchased mattresees from Simmona Limited and at that 
time they gave the following specifioations:- "Falling to be 
white layer Linter - cotton felt - furnished with stitohed 
rolled edge - diamond tufting, having 17 cotton tufts - 44" bags - 
weicht to be not less than 30 pounds". 


The sheeting is required both for sheets and pillow 

oases. We have formerly suprlied cotton sheeting for this 

purnose. ‘The Inet large supply of this sheeting that we purchased 
was secured from the Dominion Textile Co. Ltd., Montreal, and was 
known as their:- * No. 8/45 2? cotton sheeting (72" wide, strong, 
unbleached - good quality)". I am not certain how many yards there 
are in a roll and therefore it might be necessary for you to accept 
delivery of slightly more than 340 yards. You will note that this 
sheeting is 72" wide and the sheets and pillow cases can be made 


up at the school. 


When outfitting the Shingwauk Home in 1935, we purchased 
160 pillows from Simmons Limited, Montreal. The specifications 
in connection with these pillows, as quoted by Simmons Limited, 
were:- "19" by 26", mixed chicken feathers - weight per pair to 
be not less than six pounds and covered with feather proof art
